After coming to Spartanburg in Sep- 
tember, 1949, the pastor and members felt 
the need of a new location and a larger 
church. The location was purchased on 
Farley Avenue, size 214 by 165 feet, in 
about a mile of the city, on a double city 
bus line. We had our first service in the 
new church after being here nine months. 
The building is of solid mason walls with 
steel-trussed roof. It is 40 by 90 feet. The 
main auditorium has a seating capacity of 
500, with choir of 40, band row of 8, a 
pastor's 
system, factory-built pews and church furni- 
ture to match, gothic windows, and with ex- 
tension wings 12 by 14 feet. The Sunday 
School department has 11 classrooms, seat- 
ing’ 400, and 2 rest rooms. The front vesti- 
bule is 7 by 40 feet and has swinging doors 
entering each aisle. The building is valued 
at $60,000, but by the pastor overseeing 
and buying the material, the cost was $36,-

BIBLE ANSWERS TO COMMON EXCUSES 


@. You a Christian? 


I. “I AM A MEMBER OF THE CHURCH.” But the Bible 
says, “Not every one that saith unto me, Lord, Lord, shall 
enter into the kingdom of heaven; but he that doeth the 
will of my Father which is in heaven,” Matt. 7:21. 

II. “I AM GOOD ENOUGH.” But the Bible says, “And 

spake this parable unto certain which trusted in them- 
lves that they were righteous, and despised others: Two 
men went up into the temple to pray; the one a Pharisee, 
and the other a publican. The Pharisee stood and prayed 
thus with himself, God, I thank thee, that I am not as 
other men are, extortioners, unjust, adulterers, or even as 
this publican. I fast twice in the week, I give tithes of 
all that I possess. And the publican, standing afar off, 
would not lift up so much as his eyes unto heaven, but 
smote upon his breast, saying, God be merciful to me a 
sinner. I tell you, this man went down to his house justi- 
fied rather than the other: for every one that exalteth 
himself shall be abased; and he that humbleth himself 
shall be exalted,” Luke 18:9-14. Slightly soiled, price 
greatly reduced, righteousness as filthy rags. Isa. 64:6, 
“But we are all as an unclean thing, and all our right- 
eousness are as filthy rags; and we all do fade as a leaf; 
and our iniquities, like the wind, have taken us away.” 

III. “I AM NOT VERY BAD.” But the Bible says, “There 
is no difference .. . for all have sinned,” Rom.

“And he said unto them, ye are they which justify your- 
selves before me; but God knoweth your hearts; for that 
which is highly esteemed among men is abominaton in 
the sight of God,” Luke 16:15.

iv. “I AM NOT GOOD ENOUGH TO BE A CHRISTIAN.”

V. “I AM TOO GREAT A SINNER.” Are you? Read the 
following: “This is a faithful saying, and worthy of all 
acceptation, that Christ Jesus came into the world to 
save sinners; of whom I am chief,” 1 Tim. 1:15. 

“Him that cometh to me I will in no wise cast out,” 
John 6:37. 

“Wherefore he is able also to save them to the uttermost 
that come unto God by him,” Heb. 7:25. 

VI. “NOT NOW.” Would you say that when the Bible 
says, “Boast not thyself of tomorrow for thou knowest 
not what a day may bring forth”? Prov. 27:1. 

“I will say to my soul, Soul, thou hast much goods laid 
up for many years; take thine ease, eat, drink, and be 
merry. But God said unto him, Thou fool, this night thy 
soul shall be required of thee,” Luke 12:19, 20.

“Wherefore come out from among them, and be ye sep- 
arate saith the Lord.”

IX. “I CANNOT SURRENDER ALL.” Consider what Je- 
sus said, “And Jesus answered and said, Verily I say unto 
you, There is no man that hath left house, or brethren, 
or sisters, or father, or mother, or wife, or children, or 
lands, for my sake, and the gospel’s, but. he shall receive 
an hundredfold now in this time, houses, and brethren, 
and sisters, and mothers, and children, and lands, with 
persecutions; and in the world to come eternal life,” Mark 

And Paul said, “But what things were gain to me, those 
I counted loss for Christ,” Phil. 3:7. 

X. “THE CHRISTIAN LIFE IS TOO HARD.” Paul dif- 
fers with you: “For this is the love of God, that we keep 
his commandments, and his commandments are not 
grievous,” 1 John 5: 3. 

“For the Lord God is a sun-and shield; the Lord will 
give grace and glory; no good thing will he withhold from 
them that walk uprightly,” Psa. 84:11 . 

XI. “I HAVE TRIED TO FIND CHRIST AND FAILED.” 
But the Bible says, “And ye shall seek me, and find me, 
berry ye shall search for me with all your heart,” Jer. 


313. 

XII. “CAN’T HOLD OUT.” Now surely you haven’t 
read, “Who are kept by the power of God through faith 
_— = ready to be revealed in the last time,” 1 

eter 

“But the Lord is faithful, who shall establish you and 
keep you from evil,” 2 Thess. 3:3. 

“Being confident of this very thing, that he which hath 
begun a good work in you will perform it until the day of 
Jesus Christ,” Phil. 1:6. 

XIII. “I HAVE NO FEELING.” Don’t be sentimental! The 
word “feeling” occurs but once in the Bible in connection 
with salvation, and then it is used in connection with 
the man “who is past feeling,” but faith in Christ is 
mentioned three hundred times. Conviction is one thing, 
and emotion is another. The latter does not necessarily 
follow the former. Our feelings are like the weather— 
they may change daily; but God’s Word, in which we 
trust, will never change. 

Which would you rather trust, God’s unchanging Word 
or your ever-changing feelings? 

You know you are a sinner and lost. What you need is 
Jesus Christ. Look to Him; accept Him; trust Him; con- 
fess Him; and He will do the rest. Take the Blesser, and 
you will have the blessing. . 

Accept this encouragement. “But as many as received 
him to them gave he power to become the sons of God, 
even them that believe on his name,” John 1:12. 

The devil’s order is: first, feeling; second, faith; third, 
soe But God’s order is: first, fact; second, faith; then, 
eeling. 

“But this is written that ye might believe that Jesus is 
the Christ, the Son of God, and that believing ye might 
have life through his name,” John 20:31. 

XIV. “I AM NOT CONCERNED.” A blunt and dangerous 
admission as shown by these scriptures, is, “I tell you, nay; 
oe except ye repent, ye shall all likewise perish,” Luke 


33. 

“It is appointed unto men once to die, but after this 
the judgment,” Heb. 9:27. 

“The wicked shall be turned into hell, and all the na- 
tions that forget God,” Psa. 9:17. 

XV. “I°-CAN’T SEE MY WAY CLEAR.” But read these 
scriptures and look again. “In all thy ways acknowledge 
him, and he shall direct thy paths. Be not wise in thine 
own eyes; fear the Lord and depart from evil,” Prov. 3:5, 7. 

“And I will bring the blind by a way that they know 
not. I will lead them in paths that they have not known; 
I will make darkness light before them, and crooked 
things straight. These things will I do unto them, and not 
forsake them,” Isa. 42:16. 

Here is the trouble, “And this is the condemnation, that 
light is come into the world and men love darkness rather 
than light, because their deeds are evil,” John 3:19. 

XVI. “MY HEART IS TOO HARD.” That is just why 
you ought to come to Christ, because the Lord wants to 
give you a new heart. Listen, “A new heart also will I give

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Hhe Rapture

“For the Lord himself shall descend 
from heaven with a shout, with the 
voice of the archangel, and with the 
‘trump of God, and the dead in Christ 
shall rise first; then we which are 
alive and remain shall be caught up 
together with them in the clouds, to 
meet the Lord in the AIR, and so 
shall we ever be with the Lord. 
Wherefore comfort one another with 
these words,” 1 Thess. 4:16-18. 

In my work I meet a great number 
of people who are confused about the 
rapture. Some say, “We believe the 
church will be translated before the 
tribulation.” Others say, “It will take 
place during the tribulation.” Still 
others say, “It will not take place 
until the end or after the tribulation.” 
I find that many of God’s people are 
confused about the coming of the 
Lord. It is because of this I have felt 
impressed to write this article pray- 
ing it would be a blessing to some- 

ody. 


I call your attention to what we 
commonly call the rapture, which is 
the coming of the Lord in the AIR to 
catch up the dead in Christ and the 
living saints. This takes place before 
the tribulation, as we shall prove by 
the Scripture. Before I give you any 
scriptures, let me state it like this. 
The Lord is coming from heaven to 
the AIR before the. tribulation to 
catch up the church; He is coming 
to the earth at the end of the tribu- 
lation, with the saints, at which time 
He will set up His millennial king- 
dom. Remember, He is coming to the 
AIR before and to the EARTH at the 
end of the tribulation. I shall first 
give you the scriptures proving His 
coming in the air before the tribula- 
tion and then I will give you the 
scriptures — His coming to the 
earth at the end of the tribulation. 
This is where so many people are 
confused. They read one passage of 
Scripture and it happens to be a pas- 
sage referring to His coming to the 
earth at the end of the tribulation, 
and they conclude that He is not 
coming until after the tribulation. 
Then they read another passage 
which refers to His coming in the 
air for the church before the tribu- 
lation, and say, “No, He is coming 
before the tribulation.” Then they get 
confused and say, “Well, I don’t know 
which it is.” The truth of the matter 
is that He is coming both before and 
after the tribulation—before for the 
church, after with the church; before 
to the AIR, after to the EARTH. 

Notice the scriptures that prove His 
coming to the air before the tribula- 
tion to catch up the saints to Himself 
and thus deliver them from that ter- 
rible time. “Come, my people, enter 
thou into thy chambers, and shut thy 
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doors about thee; hide thyself as it 
were for a little moment, until the 
indignation be overpast. For, behold, 
the Lord cometh out of his place to 
punish the inhabitants of the earth 
for their iniquity; the earth also shall 
disclose her blood, and shall no more 
cover her slain,” Isa. 26:20, 21. Ac- 
cording to Isaiah, God’s true saints 
are not going to be here in that ter- 
rible day, but are going to be taken 
to a place of safety. Oh thank God 
for this assurance. Let us live for God 
now so we can be with Jesus then. 

Notice another passage, “And at 
that time shall Michael stand up, the 
great prince which standeth for the 
children of thy people; and there 
shall be a time of trouble such as 
never was since there was a nation 
even to that same time; and at that 
time thy people shall be delivered, 
every one that shall be found writ- 
ten in the book,” Dan. 12:1. Brother, 
that verse is positive proof of the 
rapture before the tribulation. Notice 
Daniel said, “At that time,’ and I 
ask, “What time?” He answers, “At 
that time of trouble such as there 
never was before.” I would have you 
note that he did not say “during that 
time,” “in that time,” “after that 
time,” but “AT THAT TIME.” I ask 
again, “From what are God’s people 
delivered?” The answer comes back, 
“From that time of trouble ... every 
one that shall be found written in the 
book.” 

Notice another passage, “And take 
heed to yourselves, lest at any time 
your hearts be overcharged with sur- 
feiting, and drunkenness, and cares of 
this life, and so that day come upon 
you unawares. For as a snare shall it 
come on all them that dwell on the 
face of the whole earth. Watch ye 
therefore and pray always, that ye 
MAY BE ACCOUNTED WORTHY TO 
ESCAPE ALL THESE THINGS THAT 
SHALL COME TO PASS, AND TO 
STAND BEFORE THE SON OF MAN,” 
Luke 21:34-36. 

Friend, read that passage again and 
let it sink down deep, and then pray 
that you might be accounted worthy 
to escape all of these things that shall 
come to pass. Pray that you will be 
accounted worthy to be one of that 
number that shall be caught up to 
meet Jesus in the air before that ter- 
rible time. Now get your Bible and 
read 2 Thess. 2:1-10. In that passage 
you will see that the coming of the 
Lord is at hand. We see the great 
falling away now as Paul prophesied 
in verse 2. The world is ready for the 
man of sin, referred to in verse 3; but 
before he can come into power, ac- 
cording to verse 7 the church must 
be taken out of the way. “He” in 
verse 7 must be the church, which is 


referred to in the masculine gender 
as “the body of Christ” in man 
places in the New Testament. Befor 
the man of sin can come into power, 
Jesus must come in the air. This will 
drive Satan out of the air (Eph. 2:2) 
to set up his headquarters on earth. 
Thank God for the promise of being 
“taken out of the way” and the grand 
assurance that we shall be with Je- 
sus during that time of tribulation 
such as never has been before. Let 
us live close to the Lord, for it is 
easy for Spirit-filled saints to see that 
the time is at hand. “But of the times 
and the seasons, brethren, ye have no 
need that I write unto you. For your- 
selves know perfectly that the day 
of the Lord so cometh as a thief in 
the night. For when they shall say, 
Peace and safety; then sudden de- 
struction cometh upon them, as trav- 
ail upon a woman with child; and 
they shall not escape. But ye, breth- 
ren, are not in darkness, that that 
day should overtake you as a thief. 
YE ARE ALL THE CHILDREN OF 
LIGHT, and the children of the DAY; 
we are not of the night nor of dar 
ness,” 1 Thess. 5:1-5. We are n 
asleep. God is speaking to us. The 
Holy Ghost is getting the bride ready 
to meet the Bridegroom. 


Notice Rev. 3:10, “Because thou 
hast kept the word of my patience, 
I also will keep thee from the hour 
of temptation, which shall come upon 
all the world, to try them that dwell 
upon the earth.” Let us be faithful 
now, and true, and keep His Word, 
for if we will, then we are promised 
deliverance from that awful time. 
Look at Rev. 4:1, “After this I looked, 
and, behold, a door was opened in 
heaven; and the first voic2 which 
I heard was as it were of a trumpet 
talking with me; which said, Come 
up hither, and I will shew thee 
things which must be hereaftci.” 
From Rev. 1:19 we see that John saw 
the past and the present while still 
on Patmos, but was caught up into 
heaven to: view the tribulation. As 
John was caught up to receive a vi- 
sion of the tribulation, so the church 
will be caught up before the tribula- 
tion. Look at Rev. 5:1-10 and note 


first seal from the book which co 

tained everything that shall come ‘ 
pass in the tribulation, the church 
was already in heaven singing the 
new redemption song. See verses 9 
and 10. Yes, according to the Word, 
the church will be in heaven with 
Jesus before the first seal is pulled 
which will start the _ tribulation. 
Thank God for this wonderful truth.

hat this coming is after or at the 
end of the tribulation, at which time 
the Lord is coming not for His saints 
but with His saints (ten thousands), 
to execute judgment upon the world. 


Look at Matt. 24:29-31, “Immedi- 
ately after the tribulation of those 
days shall the sun be darkened, and 
the moon shall not give her light, 
and the stars shall fall from heaven, 
and the powers of the heavens shall 
be shaken: and then shall appear the 
sign of the Son of man in heaven; 
and then shall all the tribes of the 
earth mourn, and they shall see the 
Son of man coming in the clouds of 
heaven with power and great glory. 
And he shall send his angels with a 
great sound of a trumpet, and they 
shall gather together his elect from 
one end of heaven to the other.” No- 
tice this coming is at the end of the 
tribulation, and all the tribes of the 
earth are mourning. 


It is not said that anybody is glad 
o see Him at this fearful and dread- 
ul time, as He comes to judge the 
world. How different this coming is 

to the one before the tribulation 

when the church, with great joy, is 
caught up to meet Him in the air. 

Note, also, that He brings the church 

with Him, according to verse 31. 

Praise God. The angels are sent out 

with their trumpet or trumpets to 

round us up, as at that time we are 

scattered over all heaven, having a 

wonderful time. In the words of Je- 

sus, we are “gathered from one end 
of heaven to the other,” to come 
back to the earth with Him, this time 
to reign a thousand years. See Rev. 

5:9, 10; 20:4-6. 

Now look at Rev. 1:5-7, “Unto him 
that loved us, and washed us from 
our sins in his own blood, and hath 
made us kings and priests unto God 
and his Father; to him be glory and 
dominion for ever and ever. Amen. 
Behold, he cometh with clouds; and 
every eye shall see him, and they also 
which pierced him; and all kindreds 
of the earth shall wail because of 
him. Even so, Amen.” Not a one a 
the earth is glad to see Him co g, 
t this coming, but “all kindreds” are 
ailing because of Him. That is the 
picture we see in verse 7, while we 
note that in verses 5 and 6 the 
church is already in heaven singing 
the redemption song and praising 
God because the members of the body 
have already been made “kings and 
priests unto God.” 

Rev. 19:11, 14, “And I saw heaven 
opened, and behold a white horse; 
@= he that sat upon him was called 
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Faithful and True, and in righteous- 
ness he doth judge and make war. 
And the armies which were in heaven 
followed him upon white horses, 
clothed in fine linen, white and 
clean.” Verse 8, of the same chapter, 
says it “was granted” unto the bride, 
the Lamb’s wife, “that she should be 
arrayed in fine linen, clean and 
white; for the fine linen is the right- 
eousness of saints.”

Confess your sins to Him and 
forsake them. See Prov. 28:13; Acts 
3:19; 4:12; 1 John 1:9. Are you al- 
ready saved, friend? If so, “Seek those 
—— which are above, where Christ 
sitteth on the right hand of God. Set 
your affection on things above, not 


on things on the earth. For ye are 
dead, and your life is hid with Christ 
in God. When Christ, who is our life 
shall appear, then shall ye also ap- 
pear with him in glory,” Col. 3:1-3. 
When He comes at the end of the 
tribulation I want to come with Him. 
I want you to “appear” with Him, 
also. How terrible it will be for you 
if you are not accounted worthy to 
be caught up in the rapture before 
the tribulation. During the tribula- 
tion, if you ever expect to be saved, 
you must refuse to take the mark of 
the beast; you must refuse to worship 
the “man of sin”; you must be will- 
ing to die the death of the martyr. 
Oh, how you will suffer! If you don’t 

et an experience with God now, I 
ear for you then. Men will be blas- 
pheming God until they turn black 
in the face, seeking for death and 
death fleeing from them, and pray- 
ing for the rocks and mountains to 
fall on them and hide them “from 
the face of him that sits upon the 
throne, and from the wrath of the 
Lamb, for the great day of his wrath 
is come, and who shall be able to 
stand?” Rev. 6:16, 17. 

How much better it would be for 
you to live for God now and go in the 
rapture, which will be a “transport of 
delight, ecstasy, and joy.” Prepare 
now to meet thy God.

At the time of Jesus’ birth the 
world was clothed in darkness; polit- 
ically speaking, gripped in bondage 
by the iron fist of the Roman Empire;

be borne. There had been no true 
prophetical message for over 400 
years. Indeed, men sat in darkness 
and in the shadow of death.

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The Gifts of the Spirit 


and the Workings Thereof — 


By Noel W. Lowe, Pastor, Missoula, Mo. 


I wish to deal with this vital sub- 
ject in a humble and Bible manner. 
Many have been the ideas and opin- 
ions of men about the gifts of the 
Spirit and their function. 

I desire to take you to 1 Cor. 12:1- 
11, “Now concerning spiritual gifts, 
brethren, I would not have you ignor- 
ant. Ye know that ye were Gentiles, 
carried away unto these dumb idols, 
even as ye were led. Wherefore I give 
you to understand, that no man 
speaking by the Spirit of God calleth 
Jesus accursed: and that no man can 
say that Jesus is the Lord, but by the 
Holy Ghost. Now there are diversi- 
ties of gifts, but the same Spirit. And 
there are differences of administra- 
tions, but the same Lord. And there 
are diversities of operations, but it is 
the same God which worketh all in 
all. But the manifestation of the 
Spirit is given to every man to profit 
withal. For to one is given by the 
Spirit the word of wisdom; to an- 
other the word of knowledge by the 
same Spirit; to another faith by the 
same Spirit; to another the gifts of 
| by the same Spirit; to an- 
other the working of miracles; to an- 
other prophecy; to another discern- 
ing of spirits; to another divers kinds 
of tongues; to another the interpreta- 
tion of tongues: but all these work- 
eth that one and selfsame Spirit, di- 
bir — to every man severally as he 
will.” 


Given above are nine spiritual gifts. 
A gift is something given by another. 
The nine spiritual gifts are considered 
by many to be all the spiritual gifts. 
Paul says, “Concerning spiritual gifts, 
brethren, I would not have you ignor- 
ant.” If the Apostle meant what he 
said, then we can and should know 
six things about the gifts. First, we 
should know what the gifts are. Sec- 
ond, we should know who may re- 
ceive the gifts. Third, we should know 
how many gifts a saint of God may 
receive. Fourth, we should know how 
the gifts are given and received. 
Fifth, we should know by whom the 
gifts are given. Sixth, we should know 
the operations of the gifts. 


GIFTS OTHER THAN THE NINE 

Eph. 4:7-11, “But unto every one of 
us is given grace according to the 
measure of the gift of Christ. Where- 
fore he saith, When he ascended up 
on high, he led captivity captive, and 
gave gifts unto men. He that decend- 
ed is the same also that ascended up 
far above all heavens, that he might 
fill all things. 
apostles; and some, prophets; and 
some, evangelists; and some, pastors 
and teachers.” 
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And he gave some, 


From the above scriptures we un- 
derstand that apostleship is a gift 
that comes through HIM who ascend- 
ed up on high. Prophet and prophecy 
are gifts. Prophecy is a gift given to 
the prophet. The prophet is a gift 
given to the church, the same as the 
apostle. The apostle is one sent, orig- 
inally of the Twelve. 


It was necessary for Jesus to have 
the Twelve, but the apostleship did 
not cease with the Twelve, for the 
gift of apostleship was given after 
Jesus ascended up on high, according 
to Eph. 4:8. In Acts 1:26 Matthias was 
chosen after the Lord ascended. The 
apostle Paul was chosen in Acts 9:15. 


Apostleship is also an office. Rom. 
11:13. Paul magnified his office. The 
apostleship was not given to Paul by 
man or the will of man, but by Jesus 
Christ, Gal. 1:1. Barnabas was called 
to be an apostle, called by the same 
Holy Ghost, sent by the same people 
on A ws ministry of an apostle as was 

aul. 

The prophet is God’s gift to the 
church. A prophet is one that fore- 
tells divine events by a direct divine 
revelation by the Holy Ghost. 

Many believe that by prophecy is 
meant to preach the written Word. 
A preacher is an expounder of divine 
truth. The scribes were the interpre- 
ters of the law, but they were not 
prophets inasmuch as they could tell 
only that which was plainly written. 
A prophet is God’s gift to the church 
for edification, and exhortation, and 
comfort. 1 Cor. 14:3, 4. “Greater is he 
that prophesieth than he that speak- 
eth in tongues,” 1 Cor. 14:5. 1 Cor. 
14:31, “Ye may all prophesy.” 1 Cor. 
14:39, “Covet to prophesy.” 

The apostle and the prophet are 
the two highest callings in the 
church. 1 Cor. 12:28, “And God hath 
set some in the church, (notice this) 
first apostles, secondarily (not evan- 
gelists, but) PROPHETS, thirdly 
teachers, after that miracles, then 
gifts of healings, helps, governments, 
diversities of tongues.” 

It was necessary to have the 
ey and prophets in the early 
Church. God set them in the church 
and nowhere do we find where God 
ever changed His program for the 
church. 

The five ministries; namely, apos- 
tles, prophets, evangelists, pastors, 
and teachers, are gifts to the church. 
All these five gifts are equally im- 
portant to the church. The ministry 
of an evangelist is a gift, and the 
reason some good evangelists try to 
pastor churches and make a failure 
is they are trying to use the gift of a 
pastor when it was not given them. A 
pastor may or may not be both a pas- 
tor and an evangelist. Some may be 
gifted for both ministries, but. some

are not. 

When we study the callings and 

fts of the five ministries, we find 
he apostles, the judicial body, ine® 
governing body of the church, the 
spiritual leaders of the church 

The prophets were to exhort, edify, 
and comfort. There were prophets in 
the Jerusalem church. Acts 11:27-30. 
The prophet Agabus, of the Jerusa- 
lem Church, prophesied in the church 
at Antioch concerning the dearth 
that was to come. In the Acts of the 
Apostles 13:1-3, there were five proph- 
ets in the Antioch Church, Saul and 
Barnabas being two of the prophets. 
What they did as prophets is plainly 
stated, for as these prophets fasted 


and prayed the Holy Ghost said, “Sep- 

arate me Barnabas and Saul for the 

work whereunto I have calied them.” n 
The prophets fasted and prayed, laid | t] 
their hands on them and sent them t] 
away. How did these prophets know tl 
to send forth Saul and Barnabas? Be- a: 
cause the Holy Ghost said so. How tl 
did the Holy Ghost speak? Since bi 
there were five prophets there, is it le 
not logical to believe there was a tl 


prophecy? The prophets sent Saul 
and Barnabas forth to the ministry 
of apostleship. The apostle Paul was 


a prophet before he was an apostle. bi 
During Paul’s ministry he confirmed, a 
by the gift of prophecy, the gift in re 
others. Read Rom. 1:11. In 1 Tim. 1:18 tl 
we read, “This charge I commit unto tc 
thee, son Timothy, according to the ‘ 
prophecies which went before on thee, as 
that thou by them, (the prophecies) er 
mightest war a good warfare.” 1 Tim. W 
4:14, “Neglect not the gift that is in 14 
thee, which was given thee (How?) tk 
by prophecy, (How?) with the laying ir 
on of the hands of the presbytery.” D 
ALL THESE MINISTRY GIFTS? p! 
Eph. 4:12-16, “For the perfecting of ce

The above scriptures plainly tell Wi 
the benefits of these gifts. The per- to 
fecting of the saints, the work of the * ra yc 
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ministry, the edifying of the church, 


the bringing of the unity of the faith, 
the full knowledge of the Son of God, 
the bringing unto a perfect man, all 
are the benefits of the gifts. Since 
this is true, how shall we expect these 
benefits to come upon the church un- 
less we have the medium (the gifts) 
through which they come? 

LET US CONSIDER THE GIFTS 

First, what are the gifts? The gifts 
are divine impartation of heavenly 
benefits given by Jesus after He 
ascended on high. Second, who may 
receive the gifts? Many may say just 
those unto whom the Lord chooses 
to impart the gifts. Let us read 1 Cor. 
12:11, “But all these worketh that one 
and the selfsame Spirit, dividing to 
every man severally as he will.” As 
who will? As the individual will. 1 Cor. 
14:39, “Covet to prophesy.” Paul says 
that everyone may prophesy, mean- 
ing that all may have the gift of 
prophecy. If that is true concerning 
prophecy, why would it not be true 
concerning the other gifts? 

Is it not true that the Holy Ghost 
is the greatest of the gifts? We could 
say that the Holy Ghost is the master 
key that unlocks the door into the 
divine gift chest, permitting every 
man to “divide severally as he will.” 
It is true, also, that when a child of 
God receives the Holy Ghost he re- 
ceives the “divers kinds of tongues.” 
1 Cor. 12:10. If it is true that all may 
prophesy, and that the Holy Ghost is 
the greatest gift, and that those who 
receive the Holy Ghost receive divers 
kinds of tongues, would it not be 
right to say we may receive the other 
gifts? Any Holy-Ghost-filled saint 
may receive one or all nine gifts of 
the Spirit just as he will. Thirdly, how 
are the gifts given? All the _— are 
given by the same Spirit. e gifts 
are confirmed by the work of the 
prophet. Remember, Paul in Acts 13 
was a prophet. Rom. 1:11, “For I long 
to see you, that I may impart unto 
you some spiritual gifts, to the end 
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ye may be established.” 1 Tim. 1:18, 
“This charge I commit unto thee, son 
Timothy, according to the prophecies 
which went before on thee, that thou 
by them (the prophecies) mightest 
war a good warfare.” 1 Tim. 4:14, 
“Neglect not the gift that is in thee, 
which was given thee by (what?) 
prophecy, (How?) with the laying on 
of the hands of the presbytery.” 

The Holy Ghost and the gift of 
prophecy was given to the twelve 
disciples at Ephesus, in Acts 19, by the 
laying on of the hands of Paul. Paul 
received the Holy Ghost by the laying 
on of the hands of Ananias, Acts 9:17. 
The people of Samaria received the 
Holy Ghost by the laying on of the 
hands of Peter and John in Acts 8:17. 
We claim to be as the early church, 
but many believers of the early 
church have not been ours to 
enjoy in this last-day church. Joel 
said, “Your sons and your daughters 
shall prophesy.” In Acts 21:9, Philip’s 
daughters, four in number, did proph- 
esy. We conclude that the gifts are 
one by the Holy Ghost and con- 

rmed by the prophet. 

The gifts of the Spirit were in op- 
eration in the early church. Why 
should they not be in _  opera- 
tion in this last-day church? The 


reason they are not is unbelief in the 
way they are received and lack of 
knowledge as to the operation. When- 
ever the Holy Ghost imparts to a 
saint a gift, He expects the saint to 
use the gift. Jesus said, “As ye go, 
preach, heal the sick, cleanse the 
leper, raise the dead, freely ye have 
received freely give.” Peter and John 
at the gate Beautiful said, “Such as 
I have give I unto thee.” Paul, when 
the girl followed him crying, turned 
and rebuked the evil spirit, and he 
departed. 

May the many readers take this 
message and seek God in fasting and 
prayer until we see the wonderful 
gifts of God manifested today. We 
conclude. by asking, Are the gifts for 
us today? If so, why do we not see 
them more then we do? We fail to 
accept and acknowledge the work of 
the apostle and prophet as essential. 
We have had the evangelist, pastor, 
and teacher, but not the apostle and 
prophet; therefore, we have had three 
legs to stand on instead of five. If 
these gift ministries are not essential, 
why did God choose to set in the 
church, first apostles, second proph- 
ets? May God open our hearts and 
eyes to the truth of the gifts of the 
Spirit and the workings thereof.

delight in writing this article to let 
you know of the progress our church 
has made here in Covington, since ac- 
cepting the pastorate, only fifteen 
months ago. God has seen fit to bless 
us. We have purchased a new Kimball 
piano, repaired the roof on our 
church, installed a six-circuit lighting 
system, purchased a new refrigerator, 
a desk, a bookcase, and made a num- 
ber of minor improvements on the 
church and church grounds. 

We have, also, constructed a beauti- 
ful seven-room parsonage. It has out- 
side finishings of eight-inch drop-sid- 
ing cypress, and is modern in every 
respect. The parsonage has three bed- 
rooms, a large living room with a 
pastor’s study adjoining, a dining 
room and a kitchen with inlaid lino- 
leum. It also has two bathrooms, and 
a garage adjoining the house. Al- 
though the building has an estimated 
value of $12,000, it actually cost us 
only about $5,000. We purchased some 
of the materials at wholesale, and we 
did most of the labor ourselves. 


On our “thousand-dollar day” we 
raised a thousand dollars in cash for 
the parsonage. Then we sold the old 
parsonage and borrowed twenty-five 
hundred dollars. We owe only $2,100 on 
our parsonage, and are easily repay- 
ing it at the rate of $110 per month. 

I take no personal credit or honor 
for these accomplishments, for the 
good folks in Covington have a mind 
to work.—Joseph Daniel, Pastor.

EXCEPTIONAL PENTECOSTAL 
REVIVAL IN PUERTO RICO

Puerto Rico, the Island of Enchant- 
ment, in the West Indies, about one 
hundred miles long and thirty-five 
miles wide, is the smallest of the 
greater Antilles, and has a Spanish- 
speaking population of over 2,000,000, 
which has been ruled by the United 
States since 1898. Wherever possible 
the soil has been cultivated. There are 
large coffee plantations, banana 
groves, sugar cane fields, orange 
groves, and orchards of pineapples, 
avocadoes, mangoes, and other tropi- 
cal fruit. Beautiful cocoa palms grow 
everywhere. 

The Pentecostal message reached 
the people in 1918, when a Puerto 
Rican brother returned from New 
York to tell his friends of his new- 
found experience in the Lord accord- 
ing to New Testament. For a few years 
an American missionary went to help 
with the propagation of the gospel, 
but otherwise the work was built up 
almost entirely by the labors of na- 
tional workers. The churches are al- 
most completely indigenous. After 
twenty years the believers numbered 
over 5,000. Ten years later, in 1948, 
they had more than doubled, to over 
10,000. Then great revivals began to 
Sweep over the land sc that now, in 
1950, the Eglesia de Dios Pentecostale, 
which is the original and largest Pen- 
tecostal group, numbers over 15,000 
members. This group is affiliated with 
the Assemblies of God in the U.S.A. 
This movement also happens to be 
the largest Protestant evangelical 
group on the Island. There are a few 
smaller groups of Pentecostals. How- 
ever, the unusual phenomenon of the 
revival is that the Pentecostal experi- 
ence, according to Acts 2:4, has be- 
come that of many ministers in the 
denominational churches, as well as 
of many of their members. It is esti- 
mated that more than half the Prot- 
estants on the Island have received 
the baptism in the Holy Spirit. 

In the beginning of 1950, the super- 
intendent of a group of denomina- 
tional churches sponsored revival 
campaigns for Brother Tommy Os- 
born, an American evangelist whom 
God has blessed mightily in the 
States and also in other islands of the 
West Indies. The Tommy Osborn 
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J. H. WALKER, SR. 
Executive Missions Secretary 








Campaign developed into a_ revival 
that spread over the whole of Puerto 
Rico, until all churches, except the 
Catholics, Seventh Day Adventists, 
and Jehovah’s Witnesses, cooperated. 
In San Juan, the capital city, with a 
population of over 150,000, the serv- 
ices had to be held in a public park 
in the city, since there was no audi- 
torium large enough to hold the mul- 
titudes which had increased to 25,000 
at the evening meetings. Thousands 
were saved. Hundreds were healed 
miraculously. Finally, 2,600 were bap- 
tized in water in one great baptismal 
service. 

It so happened that while the lead- 
er of one non-Pentecostal group had 
invited Brother Osborn, the leader of 
another non-Pentecostal group had 
invited Brother Robert Fierro, of Cal- 
ifornia, Assemblies of God, for cam- 
paigns. The revivals merged into one 
another, and Brother Fierro enjoyed 
great blessing upon his ministry. 
Hundreds more were healed. Thou- 
sands more were saved. Since Robert 
Fierro could speak Spanish, being of 
Mexican parentage, he could more 
readily enter into the lives of the 
people, and their experiences were 
deepened. Scores of Puerto Rican 
brethren of evangelical denomina- 
tions repeatedly told me that God had 
brought these two men to their island, 
and that it was, indeed, providential 
that they had come almost at the 
same time. It was my privilege to 
bring together the leaders and min- 
isters from eight evangelical move- 
ments, and no stranger could. have 
told who in that meeting belonged to 
the Pentecostal group and who to 
other churches, for in the season of 
prayer almost everyone spoke in 
tongues as the Spirit gave utterance. 


One of the most delightful experi- 
ences I have had in my travels late- 
ly, was my visit to the above men- 
tioned conference. Nowhere have I 
met more zealous and Spirit-filled 
men than in these meetings. There 
were about 100 delegates and minis- 
ters, of which only ten were Ameri- 
can. The others were Spanish-speak- 
ing citizens of Mexico, Venezuela, 
Cuba, U.S.A., St. Dominican Republic, 
and other lands and islands in the 
Caribbean area. In the meetings, dur- 
ing the day, there were usually about 
300 to 500 Spirit-filled saints who 
attended the services. The glory and 
the presence of the Lord was just 
wonderful all along. 


Brother Hugh Jeter, of Havana, 
Cuba, president of the Fellowship in 
the Caribbean, acted as chairman and 
he was re-elected as president. Juan 
C. Orozoo, Superintendent of the As- 
semblies of God in Mexico, was elect- 
ed secretary for the Fellowship. Much 
good work was done by committees 
which dealt with matters such as 
evangelization, Sunday Schools and 
youth, publications, women’s work, 
radio, etc. 

Every evening large crowds gath- 
ered in one of the public parks to 
hear the gospel messages as brought 
by visiting ministers and by Robert 
Fierro, of California, who was the 
main speaker. The crowds numbered 
from 2,000 to 10,000. Hundreds stepped 
forward to give their lives to Christ. 
Hundreds were prayed for that they 
might receive healing, and _ scores 
were miraculously healed by the pow- 
er of God. Anyone with a definite 
experience of salvation could sense 
the sweet presence of the Holy Spirit. 
Mockers and scoffers were absent, 
and it seemed all were gripped with 
the solemnity of the meetings, where 
the destiny of precious souls was in 
the balances. The multitudes sang 
with inspiration, shouted their “halle- 
lujah’s” and “amen’s” with fervor, 
and listened with rapt attention to 
every speaker. Very few seemed to get 
tired of standing from four to six 
hours upon their feet, for there were 
no seats in the park. 

The climax of the conference was 
the Pentecostal parade through the 
city on Saturday afternoon. Early in 
the morning buses began to roll in 
with their loads of shouting and sing- 
ing believers from all over the Island. 
Sunday School children and the young 
people were dressed in their best. 
Every group had a special banner. 
There were invitations to meetings, 
the names of churches, Bible texts, 
and banners of all kinds. Seldom 
have I witnessed greater enthusiasm 
and a happier crowd. 

The parade left the park at 2 p.m., 
led by the chief of police and the 
radio car announced the news over 
several stations as the procession 
passed through the crowded streets 
of the city. The police reckoned that 
there were from 7,000 to 10,000 march- 
ing, while about 15,000 to 20,000 lined 
the streets. It was declared to be the 
greatest demonstration that had ever 
been organized in this city. The bands 
played; the children sang; the old 
folks shouted; and everyone stepped 
along happily. Some who had been 
healed in the recent revivals testified, 
as they marched along, of how God 
had touched their bodies so that they 
could now walk without the aid of 
crutches and canes. 

At 6 p.m. multitudes thronged the 
park where the meeting was to com- 
mence at 7. By 8 p.m. there was esti- 
mated to be close on to 10,000 people. 
Almost every visiting delegate from 
other countries had an opportunity 
to say a few words, and the crowds 
cheered lustily as each one came to 
the microphone. The organization of 
the conference was wonderful
